CITY AND COUNTY OFFICIAL PAPER. 


THURSDAY...................OCT. 29. 1874. 


The old question of tho removal of 
th« National Capital is once more on 
th« tapia. It la, however, not attract­ 
ing half os much atteution as the 
movement of the people for the re­ 
moval of the present government offi­ 
cials from Washington. 


T h e Oakland Tribune, a very liv e ly 
paper, by the way, classes the H e r a l d 
as Democratic. The H e r a l d Is th e 
most independent paper iu the State. 
It is for the right and hews to the lin e , 
1st the chips fa ll where they m a y . 
It Is announced that the failure of 
M o b o a n ’s Sons will not interfere with 
the farmer's movement to ship their 
grain direct. So it seems t he strategic 
movement of the great wheat ring by 
which they crushed out the Granger’s 
agent will not avail them to a great 
extent, after all. 


The prospects for the early com­ 
mencement of the Main street railroad 
are very good. Captain B e a n e and 
General B a ld w in , who have been so­ 
liciting subscriptions, report that the 
property-owners along the line of the 
road have contributed liberally in sup­ 
port of the enterprise, and to-day a 
meeting of those Interested will be 
held. It is the purpose of the com­ 
pany to complete the road as far out 
as Washington Gardens and com­ 
mence operating it immediately. A 
read along this street is greatly needed 
and as soon as the one now in contem­ 
plation is completed, it will advance 
property along the line at least twenty 
Ave per cent. This is a fact which 
those owning the property affected 
should take into consideration. 


A Verdict of Guilty. 
Something over one year ago, W. S. 
C h ap m an preferred charges against 
J. R. H a r d e n b c k o h , then United 
States Surveyor for California. H a r - 
s i n b u r o h and his friends indignant­ 
ly denied each and every allegation, 
and the whole matter was pretty well 
ventilated in the columns of the San 
Francisco Chronicle. The case went 
before the LandCommlssioner, who has 
Just rendered a decisive verdict against 
H a r d e n b u b q u . The roport, which 
Is quite long, sums up as follows: 
Tb* evidence shows, clearly and conclusive­ 
ly, that Harilanbergh is not only incotnplent, 
but that he is thoroughly corrupt uud dishon­ 
est; that he has extorted illegal fees from the 
people and pocketed the same; that he has 
levied blackmail upou his clerks for work 
done out of otllce hours; that he has defrauded 
the Government out of its appropriation tor 
elerk-hlre by using the clerks on private Jobs 
during otllce hours, for which lie charged and 
collected feus for his owu benefit; that he lias 
•overed tip the frauds of his deputies and ap­ 
proved their work, knowing their returns to 
be false and fraudulent; that he has takeu 
cases out of, and disposed of them In advance 
«fUieir regular order for an agreed price or 
bribe; that he withholds triplicate lists 01 sur­ 
veys from the local laud office* and compels 
settlers having an Interest iu lands covered 
by such surveys to pay extortionate lees for 
snaking and forwarding the same to the local 
otllce-and, In general, that he lias inuuuged 
the affairs of his otllce with a view to enrich 
himself at the expense of the Government,his 
clerks and the people having business wlih 
his office. 


The Mission Indian. 
Tho views advanced by Mr. W kt- 
m obe, U. S. Special Commissioner of 
the Mission Indians, at a meeting of 
officials and other citizens held yes­ 
terday at the U. S. Land Office, are 
decidedly sound and practical, and his 
plan of action for the protection and 
advancement of these wards of the 
nation, If approved at Washington 
and carried into effect, will prove of 
aorvlce both to Caucasian and to red 
man. He very rightly opposes the 
doctrine, advanced by some,that these 
Indians should be granted the full 
privilege of citizenship, maintaining 
that they must still be treated bb 
wards, although they are now semi- 
clviliied, as citizenship would only 
result in the debasement and final ex­ 
termination of these poor fellows. He 
is exactly right when he says that the 
red man would be wiped out if placed 
•n equal footiug with his intelligent 
and refined white brother. The grant­ 
ing of citizenship to the Indian would 
soon put an end to the vexatious ques­ 
tion, for the result would be that in a 
very short time all these "wards” 
would be translated to the happy 
hunting grouud. 
This would be 
a very easy and not a costly 
solution of tho difficulty, 
and 
In exact harmony with the bearing of 
Christians to the American aborigines 
since the day when C o lu m b u s first 
trod our virgin soil. As the Indians 
are still with us aud evince but little 
inclination to retire from our genial 
fields, the only policy is to make them 
industrious, sober and profitable to 
the community, and this can only 
be accomplished by treating them as 
humans, giving them homes and pro­ 
tecting those homes from the inordi­ 
nate rapacity of unscrupulous whites. 
Mr. W e tm o r e very practically sug­ 
gests that small homes be given to the 
Indians and held in trust for them by 
some responsible party; and also that 
a general Indian rendezvous be estab­ 
lished, and the Catholics be Invited to 
establish a mission thereon. 
.Even 
the most enthusiastic Protestant will 
admit that the Rpman Catholic Church 
has dealt most generously with the 
red men aud accomplished much good 
for them, and it is reasonable to ex- 
peet that Just as much good can be ac­ 
complished by them at this latter day. 
Let there be a new deal, and we confi­ 
dently predict that the Indian vaga­ 
bondage, that has proved such a shame 
and curse, will soon cease. 
The Board of Supervisors were in 
extra session yesterday and received 
hide for the building or new bridges. 


Orange Culture In Los Angeles County. 
[Concluded from Yesterday.] 
Although eight or ten years’ growth 
is usually, and freqently a greater 
number, is required for the orange tree 
to come iuto bearing, there are good 
reasons for believing that this is an 
unnecessary length of time,and that it 
can be reduced three or four years by 
such treatment aud cultivation as will 
Insure rapid and continuous growth, 
aud by permitting the horizontal 
limbs that come out near the ground 
to remain as aids in the growth and 
for fruit bearers, instead of cutting 
them off. This practice of removing 
the lower limbs of a tree, if healthy 
audjvigorous ones,has & two-fold effect 
to keep the tree iu an adolescent state. 
In all healthy and vigorously growing 
ti oes,but more especially in evergreen 
ones, the removal of a limb, even the 
plucking of a leaf, diminishes the 
power of the tree to furnish material 
for the growth of the roots, upon which 
depends the growth of the tree itself. 
What else but delay could be expected 
if the relentless knife in tiie hands of 
the thoughtioas owner is day after day 
and for years killing off the Innocent 
and untiring laborers, which, if left to 
perform their office, wouid toil unceas­ 
ingly to build up a structure and 
hasten its maturity. If in the mis­ 
taken effort to prematurely force it to 
a given height to please a fastidious 
eye with a tall but weak, sickly and 
naked stem, the tree is left without 
agents to collect and prepare the ma­ 
terial for its formation, it is reasonable 
to suppose that its coming into fruit 
bearing will bo greatly retarded. 
The proper tillage of the ground of 
an orange orchard is siniDly that which 
will cause the most rapid and contin­ 
uous growth of the trees throughout 
the year. If the location of the or­ 
chard is exposed to frosts, the growth 
of the trees should be diminished by 
less irrigation, or other Judicious 
means, for a sufficient time before the 
anticipated frost, in order that the 
newly formed wood may In a measure 
mature and harden, in* which condi­ 
tion it will escape injury or sutler 
much less damage from* a frost than if 
soft, succulent aud growing rapidly. 
The orange treewhou not forming new 
wood withstands uninjured the effects 
of slight frosts in tho Winter season, 
even when the cold is severe enough 
to freeze the surface of the ground. 
Although condemning the use of the 
knife upon the young orange tree, I 
would not be understood as objecting 
to its employment for the removal of 
useless limbs, as well as, whenever re­ 
quired, to prevent the tree from tak­ 
ing an unsightly or unproductive form. 
If the head of the tree is left to grow 
thick and tangled with 9mall branches, 
the healthy circulation of the atmos­ 
phere among the leaves is obstructed 
in the Interior of the head, which soon 
becomes filled with dead and dying 
limbs, and the fruit on that part of the 
tree will be inferior. To form an open 
head so as to give the leaves an open 
field for their labors, should be the 
chief object of the pruuer. 
Orange trees do not shed their fruit 
readily, and although in thi9 locality 
the orange is considered ripe in No­ 
vember aud December, it improves 
greatly if suffered to remain on the 
tree until the following May or June. 
The warmth of these months adds 
much to its 11avor and sweetness. 
The oranges of one year or season may 
remain on the tree with but slight, if 
any, deterioration until the ripening 
of the following crop commences. 
From a bearing tree, if desired, ripe 
fruit may be plucked every day in the 
year. Strictly speaking, the orange 
tree brings but one crop annually. 
From the time of the expandingof the 
blossom until the fruit is fully ripe 
nearly a year intervenes. But if the 
fruit is gathered at intervals spread 
over the entire year, flowers will also 
put forth throughout the year,and thus 
an ever maturing crop be borne. If 
young aud vigorous trees are so treat­ 
ed when first coming into bearing, 
they will readily take on this habit. 
The orange tree can be propogated 
by budding and by grafting. The for­ 
mer is the most preferable of the two 
modes. 
By budding young stocks 
witli buds from bearing trees, fruit 
may be obtained some years sooner 
than from seedlings. The Chinese 
lemon, which is a hardy and thrifty 
tree, a good bearer, somewhat dwarf­ 
ish, and which comes iuto bearing 
much sooner than the orange or the 
European lemon, and is easily propa­ 
gated by cuttings,is a good stock upon 
which to bud the orange. 
As so much depends upon the na­ 
ture of the soil, the cost of labor and 
irrigation, it would be difficult to fix 
even approximately the yearly ex­ 
pense, or the amount of labor requisite 
for the cultivation per acre ot an or­ 
ange orchard. It will be far less,how- 
ever than that of a vineyard,as neither 
the plantiug, the irrigating, the prun- 
lnp, the yearly cultivation or the gath­ 
ering of the crop requires as much 
labor. The money product, or an ap­ 
proximation to the gross income of an 
orange orchard, is less difficult of as­ 
certainment. An acre of land planted 
in trees thirty feet apart will contain 
fifty trees, which producing each one 
thousann oranges will be fifty thous- 
and,and these at two cents each,is one 
thousand dollars for the gross yearly 
product per acre of an orange orchard. 
There are orange trees in this coun­ 
ty: growing in an orchard not exceed­ 
ing thirty feet apart, planted In 1841, 
some of which in 1857-8 produced three 
thousand oranges per tree. There is 
within the limits of this city an or­ 
ange orchard containing eighteen 
hundred trees, planted in 1858, which 
in 1869-70 produced a crop of oranges 
which, after deducting the expense of 
gathering and marketing, left upward 
of ten thousand dollars as the net pro­ 
ceeds of the crop. There is another 
orchard in this county of six hundred 
trees from which were gathered in 
1869-70, when the trees were fourteen 
years old, upward of six hundred 
thousand oranges. There is in another 
small orchard iu this county, an or­ 
ange tree which commenced bearing 
in Its ninth year of growth and two 
years later, when it was eleven years 
old, it produced six hundred oranges. 
In contrast to the foregoing, an acre 
of vineyard land will contain one 
thousand vines. Ten pounds to the 
vine is a good crop. These, sold at one 
cent per pound, gives only one hun­ 
dred dollars for the year’s product. 
While there is good reason to expect 
an immediate advance in the value of 
grapes suitable for raisins; as well as 
those for wine-making as soon as the 
present restrictions upon the conver­ 
sion of grape-juice into brandy is re­ 
moved, there is no prospect that the 
value of grapes for wine or brandy 
making will soon, if ever, equal the 
value of oranges from an acre of land. 
Nor is there any ground for fear that 
the supply of oraDges produced in Cal­ 
ifornia will ever equal the demand for 
consumption. Faster than the crop 


or products can ho augmented, the 
area of country over which it can be 
distributed will bo eularged by the 
construction of railways penetrating 
the States and Territories in the 
northern and inland parts of this 
coast, as well as that great central 
portion of the country, embracing tbe 
Territories of Idaho, Montana, Dako­ 
ta, VVyoming, Colorado and Utah, 
which, before an orange orchard now 
planting will be in fruit, will contain 
hundreds of thousands of people who, 
from the nature of those countries ami 
their climate, will be profuse consum­ 
ers of oranges, as well as of limes and 
lemons. 
The price of oranges in this city 
from October to May is about two dol­ 
lars per hundred. Most oi the oranges 
of this county are marketed in San 
Francisco, wlieie they command a 
higher price than those brought from 
the Society aud other islands of the 
Pacific. The oranges grown here bear 
transportation with less injury than 
those grown in more southern and 
moist climates. 
Oranges gathered 
from the trees here in the middle of 
June, when In the most perfect state 
of ripeness, have been shipped to Ban 
Francisco and from thence sent over­ 
land to New England in mid-summer 
and arrived therein perfectly good con­ 
dition. 
There is no written account or oral 
testimony that since the orchard at 
San Gabriel commenced bearing, now 
more than fifty years, there lias ever 
been a failure of the crop from disease 
or other cause. The scale insect made 
its appearance here some years ago, 
after the introduction of trees from 
South or Central America, but its rav­ 
ages have not been attended with se­ 
rious results.

"happy hunting grounds” above, the 
Tribe will follow his remains to the 
see that his family is pro­ 
vided for.

dians and the citizens of Southern 
California,to encourage the acceptance 
of the doctrine th at even the Mission 
Indians, semi-civilized ns they are, 
should be made citizens of the united 
States and required to fill tho duties 
of such relationship 
besides being 
granted the full privileges of citizen­ 
ship. The Indians must be treated as 
wards; and the welfare of whites and 
Indimis must be considered together, 
inasmuch ns they m ust live and ho 
mutually dependent on each other. 
Attention was called to the wonder­ 
ful success of the old mission estab­ 
lishments, when these Indians were 
protected and cared for by tho Roman 
Catholic Church. 
The red men were 
prosperous, 
contented 
and happy, 
until tho Mexican law of “seen lari za- 
tion” confiscated the mission proper­ 
ties and deprived tho church of its 
power to control and benefit (his op­ 
pressed race—the poor Indians were 
robbed of their lands, and thrown 
upon their own resources. They sus­ 
tained themselves by working on tho 
ranches and m any 
soon 
acquired 
stock of their own; but of late years 
legislation has ended their usefulness 
as vassals of the ranchers and driven 
them 
into 
vagrancy, crime 
and 
wretchedness. 
They 
live in con­ 
stant 
dread 
of 
being 
dispos­ 
sessed 
of 
their 
homes, 
have 
lost tho privilege of grazing their 
flocks and are practically outcasts. 
The Indian has been forced Into a vi­ 
cious vagrant and his disposition todo 
wrong is encouraged. 
Prostitution, 
drunkenness, robbery 
and 
murder 
have been the common results. The 
consequences of neglecting these poor 
creatures have been fearful, not only 
to tbem but also to the white settlers, 
and as the development of the country 
progresses we find ourselves menaced 
with constantly increasingdifflchltles. 
F urther north these Mission Indians 
have 
almost disappeared, but 
in 
Southern California they still remain 
in large numbers. 
The Commissioner’s plan is to re­ 
produce as far as present circumstances 
will permit the old Mission system, 
and to revive the slumbering influ­ 
ences which once controlled these 
christianized Indians. 
The first duty 
is to adjust and determine the rights 
of the Indian on public lands; their 
homes should be reserved from pre­ 
emption. not exceeding five acres to 
each Indian family. Patenta for these 
lands should be issued to some respon­ 
sible party to he held in trust for the 
Indians, and any sale of these homes 
should be void unless approved by this 
trustee. 
Thus all inducement to cor­ 
rupt the Indian for the sake of secur­ 
ing his title to land would cense. The 
Indian would be satisfied and secure 
in bis home and could be compelled to 
improve it by making substantial en­ 
closures, etc. 
H e suggests that a law be passed au­ 
thorizing Indians to contract for the 
purchase of lands or to receive gifts of 
the same on private ranches or farms, 
provided th at the litle be vested, as in 
the other case, in the hands of a trus­ 
tee, with similar restrictions as to its 
transfer or sale. 
This would enable | 
ranchmen to settle about them the 
Indians whom they employ. 
H e further suggests th at ft central '■ 
town or rendezvous be selected for I 
these Indians, and inasmuch as they 
are all Rem an Catholics that church bo j 
invited to establish for them a Mission. 
Tho influence of such an institution 
m ight in a great measure restore the 
former prosperity of the Indians. 
No 
compulsion should bo used to compel 
the Indians to accept any particular 
abode except in cases of habitual va- ■ 
grnnoy; but the plan should be to en- J 
cpurgge the development of the Indian : 
town and Mission. 
A resident agent 
should be appoiuted to carry this plan 
into effect. 
He should have power to 
seize any Indian who is a vagrant, 
habitual drunkard cr prostitute, and 
hire out his or her service to labor— 
the proceeds after the end of a given 
term of ««eh servitude to be expended 
upon the home of tho Indian; or as 
punishment for vagraucy the Indian 
m ight be compelled to work a speci­ 
fied time iu improving the lands of the 
Indian town. 
Indiuns should 
be 
treated as vagrants who remain longer 
than twenty-four bouts within the 
limits of any city or town unless they 
have employment.
